THAT RAILROAD PROPOSITION 


The News has not‘ said 
editorially about the unique, and one 
might say startling, Proposition put up 
to the government a! few days ago by 
the different union organizations of rail- 
road workers and endorsed by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, for the reason 
that anything so new, so different, so 
vast in its extent and meaning, and so 
surprising, should be given very careful 
consideration _ before expressing an 
opinion about it. 

The News is a union paper. It has 
proven by its acts and policy that it is 
a true friend to organized labor, but it 
doe’ not propose to go off half cock on 
anything so stupendous as this. On the 
whole, we do not believe, at this time, 
without further study and much more 
information, that we are in favor of it, 
for the reason, largely, that it smacks 
too much of Socialism. 


anything 


We are not in favor of the government 
turning the ‘railroads over to the old 
management and owners at all, now or 
ever. We believe implicity that the cor- 
rect solution of those .sort of troubles, 
ultimately, is government ownership of 
every public utility, such as railroads, 
telegraph, telephones, express and any 
similar public utility. The hue and cry 
about ‘the present test of government 
management is all bull and bunk on the 
part of the old management and owners 
and manipulators. They have purposely 

‘run the bills up to twice ‘what they 
should have been, and war conditions 
make up the other half of the deficit. 
Under normal times and conditions 
government ownership an management 
could be, would be and should be} just 
ag efficieit and a whole \bt cheaper than 
private ownership. We} have positive 
proof of this which space here déecs not 
permit to go into. Railroad manipulation 
has been one of the most stupendous 
crimes of the world. The public has been 
bled of billions upon billions of dollars 
by it. This everybody knows that knows 
anything. is 

But government ownership and man- 
agement of public utilities, including 
railroads, does not necessarily mean 
Socialism, or anything akin to Socialism, 
while the plan submitted by the railroad 
workers is just that, nothing more or 
less. The solution of these problems is, 
in our humble judgment, in the govern- 

—Iment condemning all such properties, just 
the same as it. condemns:a piece of land 
or any other property it wishes to acquire 
for the public good and use, and the pay- 
ment of the condemnation price. to the 
owners—the payment to be in govern- 
ment bonds drawing a reasonable interest. 

The workers and managers should be 
paid a fair and just salary, including a 
comfort as well as living Wage, and any ¢ 
profits made should be applied to cheap- 
ening the rates to all the people, and any 
deficits be met out of the general treasury. 

If the government can run the postal 
service, it can also run the express ser- 
vice, railroad service, telegraph and tele- 
phone, and run them right, efficiently 
and as cheap as anybody else on earth. 
There are no reasons why it can’t. But 
this does not mean that in addition to all 
that it is to also take every person em- 
ployed into partnership and pay them

dividends in addition to their wages and 
salaries. They, as part of the public, 
would get the same benefits that any 
other part of the public would get, and 
they would get well paid for the work 
they ‘do or the services they render, and 
right there the matter shauld stop. 

Socialism is a great big soap-bubble— 
an hallucination—a pipe dreanr, and in 
reality nothing at all but vapor arising 
from an unbalanced imagination. 

Socialism is also first cousin to Bol- 
shevism; the one leads to the other, and 
both are bad. 

Government ownership? Yes!

Trying to Find Out Why We Were Not 
Prepared—The People, Not Con- 
gress, Really to Blame—Congress 
Obeyed Will of Voters. 

By EDWARD B. CLARK. 

Washington.—This is “shifting-the- 
responsibility” time in Washington. 
Shifting responsibility, as probably 
every American knows, even if his 
pursuits keep him at a distance from 
the slang of the streets, is otherwise 
called “passing the buck.” 

There never was a war in our his- 
tory which did not have its aftermath 
of buck passing. The bigger the war 
the greater the “passing” pastime. 
Washington is witnessing the game 
at its height in these bleaching hot 
days of summer, 

Congress today, through some of its 
committees, is trying to find out why 
we were not prepared for the war. 
Congress, however, has a perfect com- 
Prehensioh today of why we were not 
prepared for the war. It knows that 
it did not sanction appropriations of 
money In sufficient sums to make read- 
iness for war possible, and yet today 
the lawmakers are spending time and 
strength in searching for a cause 


which they can find under their own 
desks or in the wastebaskets of their 
committee rooms. 

The cause of our lack of prepara- 
tion was the lack of money to meke 
preparation possible It is perfectly 
legitimate for congress to shift the 
responsibility, but as those who know 
how things have gone look on the sub- 
Ject, congress is shifting the respon- Hl 
sibility onto shoulders where It does 
not belong. The responsibility is not 
on congress, because the people did 
not want congress to make the appro- 
priations necessary for thorough pre 
paredness. Congress was obeying the 
will of the voters of the country and 
to them the buck should be passed. 

Rather Inconsistent. 

However this is not the way they 
are doing things In congress today. 
It seems to be the feeling that cer 
tain chiefs in the war and navy de- 
partments should have been able at 
the first sound of the alarm drum to 
have produced ships, cannon, rifles, 
airplanes, shell, hand grenades, and 
all the other things necessary to carry 
on hostilities at top bent. 

Recently congress has been Investt- 
gating the whys and the wherefores 
of the lack of preparedness. It wants 
to know, for instance, why Maj. Gen. 
William Crozier, who was chief of 
ordnance at the outbreak of hostilities, 
did not have at hand rifles, artillery, 
machine guns and general munitions 
of warfare in sufficient quantities to 
blow the Hun off the face of the 
earth, 

There is some fun to be found in the 
situation, because congress knows that ! 
all it has to do ts to turn to the | 
records to find that General Crozier 
had been hammering away for yeers 
at the lawmakers urging that money 
enough be granted to enable the ord- 
nance department to supply the things 
for which the people were certain to 
clamor the instant that war uphap- 
pily might come. : 

What is true of the ordnance de 
partment is just as true of several of 
the other departments of government. 
The chiefs of these departments 
through the years were asking of each 
congress that money be given to put 
thelr branches of the service upon a 
footing which would make them really 
serviceable when the occasion should 
demand. 

Wonder Is They Oid So Well. 

Congress Is responsive to the appeal 
of the people and as the people did 
not want preparedness in full meas- : 
ure, congress did what it thought was 
its duty and puid no heed to the pleas 
of the men charged with the duty of 
preparation, a duty which it was not 
possible to perform unless the means 
were forthcoming. 

The wonder has been in Washington 
that the various branches of the war 
department were as. well prepared as 
they were when due consideration ts 
given to the poverty of their purses. 
There were rifles enough, for instance, 
for an army of a million men. This 
supply was made possible only by ad

ministrative economy and the use of 
what may be called “urgent energy” 
along the lines leading to the most 
valvable kind of preparation, for the 
rifle is still “the weapon of the world.” 

Once in awhile it seems as if the 
people ought to remember that some 
of the seeming sins of government 
chiefs are the peoples’ sins. If the 
country had desired preparation for 
war congress would have voted the 
money for preparation, and Germany 
would have been ficked in November, 
1917, instead of in November, 1918, 

The investigations will go on. 
Some few men already have been 
made scapegoats. The little company 
may be increased in its membership, 
but if congress, as Washington views 
it, has the courage to make its find- 
ings with the accuracy of justice the 
scapegoat flock will be many millions 
strong, the members representing that 
majority of the people of the United 
States who did not want to have 
money spent to prepare the country 
for protection In time of war.
